AN ORDINANCE of the Common Council 

of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 

publicly declaring and ratifying the 

City’s intention to continue to provide 
disability benefits to police and fire 
personnel, in lieu of Workman's Compensation. 


WHEREAS, Workman's Compensation benefits are tax-free 
and excludable from gross income, under Section 104(a) (1) of the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1954; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana does not offer 
Workmans’ Compensation benefits to its Police and Fire Personnel 
due to the provision of other benefits; and: 


WHEREAS, disability benefits, provided to the City of 
Fort Wayne Police and Fire personnel who are incapacitated from 
duty, are tax free and excludable from gross income under Section 
104ta) (1) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. The City of Fort Wayne, Indiana offers 
disability benefits to its Police and Fire personnel in lieu of 
Workmen's Compensation, which are provided for under and paid in 
accordance with applicable statutory provisions of the Indiana 
Code. This ordinance shall not be construed as an expansion of 
present benefits offered. 


SECTION 2. That this ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage and any and all necessary 
approval by the mayor and shall be retroactive to 1977.
